In  1994,  the  School  Committee  and  The  Boston  Teachers  Union  agreed  to  develop  an  innovative  program  known  as  Teac 
Boston.  Its  purpose  is  to  identify,  recruit,  and  train  young  people  within  the  Boston  Public  Schools  to  become  teachers  and  retur 
to  the  BPS,  primarily  to  replace  the  current  aging  teaching  force  within  the  city  and  to  provide  a  future  staff  of  teachers  who  are  mor 
representative  by  race,  background,  and  culture  of  Boston's  student  population. 

Teach  Boston  has  programs  throughout  the  city.  John  Canty,  coordinator  and  a  member  of  the  English  department  z 
English  High  School,  works  hard  at  supporting  the  students'  dreams  and  goals.  This  year  Mr.  Canty  made  several  trips  to  the  Tr 
State  area  colleges,  taking  with  him  fifteen  to  twenty  seniors.  But  the  support  didn't  stop  there.  With  the  help  of  Mr.  Canty,  th( 
students  participated  in  the  National  Academic  League.  This  is  where  students  of  Teach  Boston  host  Middle  School  studeri 
competitions.  Members  of  Teach  Boston  also  assist  elementary  and  middle  school  teachers  in  tutorials  and  mentorings. 

The  Teach  Boston  Program  at  EHS  consists  of  35  seniors  and  many  underclassmen  and  hopes  to  attract  a  greater  numbe 
next  year.  No  student  would  be  turned  away  from  the  program.  All  members  are  expected  to  represent  the  program  and  EH5 
Teach  Boston  hopes  to  see  at  least  50%  of  its  graduates  come  back  to  teach  in  the  BPS  within  the  next  five  years.

When  you  enter  English  High

a  famous  sculptor  named  Daniel  Chester 
French.  (He  created  the  famous  sculpture 
of  Abraham  Lincoln  in  the  Lincoln  Memo- 
rial in  Washington  D.C.)  This  statue  was 
given  to  EHS  by  the  class  of  1885  as  a 
lasting  gift  to  the  school.  This  w^ork  of  art 
was  commissioned  by  Albert  H.  Wiggin,  a 
member  of  the  class  of  1885.  He  paid 
French  $25,000  to  create  this  statue.  It  has 
been  returned  from  storage  and  has  been 
installed  in  our  main  lobby. 

Inscribed  upon  the  work  is  the 
traditional  EHS  motto:

Be  courteous-respect  others  and

Parenting  Program /Day  care

The  Comprehensive  School  Age 
Parenting  Program,  (CSAPP),  was  started 
in  1976  and  is  Boston's  first  school-based 
teen  parenting  program.  The  CSAPP  pro- 
vides counseling,  referral,  case  manage- 
ment, support  for  students,  and  role  mod- 
els for  pregnant  and  parenting  teens. 

Many  people  believe  the 
Parenting  Program  and  the  Child  Day 
care  Program  are  the  same  thing.  In  actu- 
ality, they  are  two  separate  programs  that 
provide  similar  services.  Some  of  the 
services  the  CSAPP  provides  are:  day 
care,  housing,  tutoring,  welfare,  and  edu- 
cational alternatives. 


The  program  helps 
teen  parents  with  the 
development  of  their  children. 

The  Parenting  Program  helps 
teens  become  emotionally  strong,  able 
adults.  The  program  helps  teen  parents 
with  the  development  of  their  children.

Having  a  day  care  center  at  En- 
glish High  School  for  English  High  teen 
parents  is  a  wonderful  idea.  The  day  care 
center  provides  individual  counseling, 
group  counseling,  child  development,  and 
day  care  to  parents  and  their  children.  It 
helps  the  teen  parents  to  stay  in  school 
and  make  a  future  for  their  children.

Well, 
jess  what?  We  have  someplace  like  that, 
uring  our  freshman  year,  the  school  came 
p  with  a  wonderful  idea  to  start  a  media- 
on  program.  The  mediation  program  was 
isically  a  place  to  go  to  settle  any  conflicts 
)U  might  have  with  a  friend,  boyfriend/ 
rlfriend,  family  member,  or  even  a 


teacher.  The  mediators,  who  are  well 
trained  students,  listen  to  both  parties  and 
hopefully  the  parties  come  up  with  their 
own  agreements. 

The  program  has  become  a  suc- 
cess because  many  students  feel  comfort- 
able going  down  to  mediation.  Some  stu- 
dents might  even  refer  their  conflicts  them- 
selves. Within  the  three  years  the  program 
has  been  in  progress,  they  have  already 
helped  settle  187  disputes,  involving  503 
students  (334  girls  and  1 69  boys) .  These  are 
disputes  that  could  have  escalated  into 
something  more  serious. 

Not  only  have  mediators  been 


doing  a  wonderful  job  around  school,  but 
they  have  also  contributed  their  skills  to 
other  schools.  We  have  had  students  go  to 
other  schools  and  mediate  their  disputes 
such  as  racial  conflicts.  There  was  also  a 
time  when  we  invited  middle  school  stu- 
dents to  the  English  High  and  talked  to 
them  about  the  program  to  get  them  inter- 
ested at  a  young  age. 

We  hope  that  future  classes  will 
keep  up  the  good  reputation  that  we  earned. 
If  everybody  works  together,  we  will  have 
a  place  to  learn  and  feel  safe  at  the  same 
time.
